TWO MACHINES IN CRASH 


Mr. and Mrs. Leo Wilson and 


Orvffle Stant of Mays were 
cleared of all cnarges against 
them and were dismissed Friday 
morning by Judge John A. Tits- 
worth after the state had rested 
its case, charging the trio with 
robbing the Southers and Kirk- 
ham store at Mays the night of 
September 15. 


The trial for second degree 


burglary 
started 
Thursday 


morning in the Rush circuit 
court and a jury was not com- 
pleted until 3 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon. After 22 prospective 
jurymen had been excused, the 
jury was finally selected as fol- 
lows: M. O. Sefton, Luther Rene- 
gar, George H. Davis, Claude 
Walker, William Webster, Frank 
J. Wilson, Bert Davison, Clarence 
Meyers, Robert Longfellow, Mart 
Spivey, Charles Hollensbee and 
John Morris. 


Albert Stevens, prosecuting at- 


torney, introduced four witnesses 
during the afternoon session, 
calling upon Marshall Kirkham 
and Earl Southers, owners of the 
store that was robbed; Deputy 
Sheriff Ed Compton and Levi 
Crull, Rushville chief of police. 


Kirkham and Southers told of 


missing a quantity of money and 
merchandise when they opened 
their store for business Septem- 
ber 16th, the total loss being ap- 
proximately $50. Compton and 
Crull described footprints found 
in an alley at the rear of the 
store the next morning as fitting 
a pah* of shoes alleged to belong 
to one of the defendants. 


Sheriff Ray Compton took the 


stand Friday morning and testi- 
fied that a pair of man's shoes 
and a pair of woman's shoes 
found in the Wilson home the 
next morning fitted the tracks in 
the mud' exactly.

Among the recommenda- 
tions given by Mr. Moffett for 
an increased corn yield are: lib- 
al application of fertilizer, corn 
rows spaced a little closer than 
is common practice; and plant- 
ing the corn thicker in the rows.

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A TWO-SIDED PROBLEM 


Considerable interest is being' shown in the 


hearing conducted Thursday before the Public 
Service Commission on two petitions offered to 
.serve rural electric patrons living to a territory 
surrounding Rushville. 


All issues present two sides. In this case the 


municipally owned electric light plant of Rush- 
ville is making a bid for more business from a 
new field—new as far as the city plant is con- 
cerned. The Southeastern Indiana power com- 
pany is not new in this business, but is regarded 
as being successful in a large degree in its un- 
dertakings that now cover many counties and 


. hundreds of miles of such service. 


Each utility is to be congratulated lor the ef- 


fort being made to increase its business. The 
general public, which includes the taxpayers, can 
view the situation from different angles. It is 
truly a two-sided affair. 


£1 the first place Rushville owns a municipal 


water and light plant that should be the pride of 
every citizen. 
It is efficient and is making 


money. And it must also be remembered that 
such a plant at all times is under side glances 
from outside electric utilities, waiting for the op- 
portunity to slip in and in some manner obtain 
control. Our gas companies and telephone com- 
pany succumbed to these interests. 


A few years ago electricity was only available 


to town people. Today it extends along the high- 
ways, with service lines going into country homes. 
Some cities saw the approach of this service and 
they extended city lines into the rural districts. 
Rushville was one city that waited too long. 


Outside electric lines have come into Rush 


county. These lines pay township, county and 
state^ taxes. Municipal lines extended to rural 
communities are not taxed. 


The city of Rushville now owns three short 


lines outside the city limits. One extends to Cir- 
cleville, one to the county infirmary and one a 
mile west of Rushville along U. S. road 52. These 
lines are all 011 a paying^ basis. 


The City and the Southeastern Indiana Power 


Company are now seeking to cover' some virgin 
territory within a few nolle radius of Rushville. 
The Southeastern company, if successful will 
string their lines on all main highways leading 
out of Rushville, providing service to homes 
within a stones throw of the corporation limits. 


In some future time the city limits will be ex- 


tended and the city will be confronted with oppo^ 
sition within their own confines. Then the con- 
troversy will be brought out and again gone ovey 
by some commission or court. 


.City officials, years ago, should have foreseen 


this. Rushville should have taken in a radius 
sufficiently to protect themselves against -any 
•outside opposition. And the city now is entitled 
to any protection possible, so that the future 
growth of the city will not be impaired because 
of any difficulty that might arise over two con- 
cerns engaged in the same business. 


From the city's standpoint of view another 


question arises. Ever since the plant was built 
here a promise has been made to the people that 
some day the plant would produce a surplus rev- 
enue which could be used for public improve- 
ments and go back in some form or other to the 
people. 
' 


The plant today has a surplus of over $50,000 


and is on the verge of bringing that promise true. 
It is nearer today'than ever before. Will the 
building of rural lines and extending service into 
the country wipe out this surplus and cause the 
plant to become deeply in debt? 


Will the building of miles of rural lines cause 


the city service to become neglected? Will the 
people who have made possible such a splendid 
plant, be forced to suffer any ill effects? 


These" questions are merely asked to present 


what might happen. On the other hand if the 
city obtains permission to enter into the rural 
service, it may pay more profitably than expected' 
and it might be the means of a bigger and better 
plant. There is a chance of speculation in either 
course that is followed. 


At the hearing it was brought out that it costs 


$800 a mile to build a rural line. Neither party 
involved was able to show the commission that 
they had any assurance of obtaining customers 
sufficient in number upon which to base any con- 
clusion as to how it would prove from an income 
source. 


The utility which is granted the permission 


will be forced to spend large amounts. If the 
Southeastern company is granted the permit, the 
city of Rushville should, by all means, have reser- 
vations, taking into considerations future growth 
so that the present city system would not be 
hemmed in by other lines that reach up to the 
present limits. 


As was said in the beginning, this is a two- 


sided proposition. Primarily we are interested in 
the city owned plant.
